American expansion, and I think it 
UStelv tbat they will be still more af- 
fected in the future, but America's 
proaress has been so exceedingly 
rapid tbat I rear some hidden disas- 
ter. In my opinion too much business 
has been done oc borrowed capita!. 
This, coupled with the magnitude of 
the ^omrnercial operations common *n 
the United States, will probably le«i! 
to a panic at the first untoward cir- 
cumstance, such as a bad harvest or 
similar misfortune. 
While there are 


many strong banks ia the United 
States, there are also many weak 
ones whose failure will render a crash 
inevitable. I fear teat iome of these 
banks are lending too much money to 
aid business enterprises. 


"Another danger lies in the bank- 


note issues. While this is perfectly 
safe in theory, because they are pro- 
tected by a deposit of government 
bonds, yet in time of panic there is 
considerable flifterer.re between nego- 
tiable paper and cash. Some of tne 
most prominent financiers in America 
share these apprehensions, which 
leads me to hope tnat they, toreseelng 
the danger, will find means of avert- 
ing it. If so. America's commercial 
progress will be even more remark- 
able than at present." 


Count Matsakata has already visit- 


ed London, Brussels, Paris. Berlin 
and Rome, and is now studying the 
financial aad economic conditions of 
Austria-Hungary. He goes to St. Pe 
tersburg July 22, and expects to re- 
turn to Japan via the Siberian rail- 
road.

Indianapolis, July 19. — The recom- 


mendations of Presld«*t Mitchell la 
regard to the •anageoaenl of the an- 
thracite eulke were nC*rr«d to a spe- 
cial eonmatttee consisting of freaident 
MitcheU. Vice President Lewis. Sec- 
retary Wiiaon 
aad the president of 


each district which . i* riM'tg part in 
the convention. There Is little doubt 
that the committee will urge, the 
adoption of the recommendations and 
fixing the rate -of assessment at 10 
per cent or higher. 


President Mitchell then spoke tor 


the adoption of the recommendations 
made in his apeeeh of Thursday. He 
told the convention that the strike* 
in West Virginia and elsewhere were 
being protected by tne general organ- 
ization under the regular assessments 
of the union, but that the assessment 
which was under discussion was nec- 
essary for the support of the anthra- 
cite strike alone, and should not be 
diverted from Its purpose. 


-It is possible that other strikes 


may come." he said, "and then, under 
the precedent which a general distri- 
bution of the fund to be raised would 
create, these later strikes could claim 
their share in the fund, and it would 
be so depleted as to fail entirely of 
its purpose." 


Mr. MitcheU assured the convection 


that the strike in the Piitsburg dis- 
trict and ail other strikes would b* 
looked after without splitting up the 
fund for the anthracite 
men, and 


again urged the men to dismiss from 
their minds ail thought of a general 
strike. His remarks were greeted 
with enthusiastic cheers. 


A vote was taken on the HasMns 


amendment, and it was voted down 
by a. decisive majority. This left be- 
fore the convention the original mo- 
tion for tha adoption of the recom- 
mendations of the president. A num- 
ber of amendments were then offered. 
and these were all 
pending, when 


Secretary 'Wilson offered an amend- 
meet-that the matter -be referred to 
a committee made up of the three 
highest officers of the national organ- 
Jzation aad the presidents of the dis- 
tricts represented in the convention. 
This prevailed, and an adjournment 
was taken. 


At the conclusion of the session 


Secretary Wilson said: "It will cost 
$500.000 weekly to support all the 
men now on strike In the various 
districts. An assessment of $1 per 
week will bring in $250.000 a week; 
an assessment of 10 per cent upon 
each member of the union will result 
in about the same sum. This will 
leave us $250.000 to raise each week 
from outside sources, and from the 
promises and offers 
that have been 


made us we are confident that we will 
be able to do this."
